The Government, the letter set forth, 
has been desirous of effecting an Immé- 
diate settlement which will concede the 
largest’ possible measure of home rule 
that can be secured by agreement at 
this’ momént without prejudice .to the 
undertaking by Parliament. of a further 
and final settlement of the most disputed 
questions after the war. ¢

“Premiers Letter to Redmend 

Premier, Lioyd George's letter to Mr. 
Redtiond follows: é 

‘* Dear Mr, Redmond—The Government 

have been considering for some time 
what further action they would take to 
bring about the settlement of the Irish} 
‘question. They have approached ‘the 
subject with a deep desire*to put an end! 
to @ state of affairg which is productive 
of: immense evil, not only to Ireland but 
to.Great Britain and the empire. 
“+ “The choice of alternatives opén. to 
them, however, has been narrowéd by 
the, fact that it is impossible for them 
in. the crisis of a war, in which our 
safety and the liberty of most of, the 
nations of Burope are at stake, to take 
action which would revive:a violent po- 
litical controversy and so weaken or im- 
peril the unity which is essential to the 
aupreme necessity of winning. the war. 
They have, therefore, felt that any set- 
tlement which they could propose dur- 
ing ‘thd war must be one Which would be 
substantially accepted by both sides. 

“The desire of the Government has 
been to try to effect an immediate set- 
tlement, conceding the largest possible 
measure of Home Rule which can be se- 
cured by agreement at this moment, 
without prejiidice to-the undertaking of 
Parliament of a further and final-set- 
tlement of the questions mést in dispute 
after the war. They are therefore, pre- 
pared to ‘put forward proposa's on the 
following lines with - 
action: 4 

‘Firstly, they would ‘introduce w bill 
for the immediate -application of the 
Home Rule act to Ireland; buy exclud- 
ing therefrom the sra counties in the 
north and east of Ulster, such exclusion 
to be subject to reconsideration by Par-

xepresentative Lenroot charactariied 
the emocra.ic leader 8 remarks as ‘* in- 
genious,” but as faizing to get away 
1rom the fact that the: general 25 per 
cent. increase would enavie the House 
to strike out the frédight, iight, and heat 
taxes. 

“These taxes would fall on every 
home,” he declared. ‘‘ Our réa}l inter- 
est here is to inake the tax as smail as 
possible on the poor men with families 
fand make it as iarge us possible on 
those who are able to pay.”’ 

In opposing the proposed increases, 
stepreseutuluive’ soraney ‘said if taxes 
on the weaithy were put so high” that 
they felt an injury was veing done them 
they would evade the levy py passing 
dividends and other methods. He aiso 
pleaded against what he termed “ class 
segisiation,”’ insisting that the rich were 
as patriotic as the poor. 

Ex-Speaker Cannon suggested that 
only about §10,000,000,000 of the total 
wealth of $25U,000,000,000 in the United 
States was in the hands of the “ plu- 
tocrats,’’ and’ he saw no reason for try- 
ing to place an unfair burden on them: 

Representative Hill declared the in- 
‘come tax section should not be changed, 
as the peqpie it affected would pay, 
under its provisions and ‘their State in- 
come taxes, all they could afford. 


One Propused Inercase Benten. 


Representative Sherley led an unsuc- 
cessful fight: to increase the surtax on 
incomes between $6,000 and §7,500..from 
1 to 2 per-cent. ins ‘amenament was 
rejected on a. viva voce vote. _ 

Mr. Sherley said the income © tax 
should be ‘fully’ Aatilized ‘as-a revenue 
producer and higher in¢ome tax rates 
would be preferable to some of the 
taxes levied by the bill. 

‘The tax on incomes,’ said Mr. 
Sherley, ‘‘ is not a’ tax that can destroy 
the activities of men. A great deal’ of 
criticism df this bill is that it may re- 
sult in certain cases in totally destroy- 
ing the particular business of the tagie 
vidual man. 

“I am in favor.of raising as sedi 
money as possible from incomes with- 
out doing the unfair thing. ~ I should 
be glad. to see new provisions in the 
bill whereby. we would tax by increased 
amounts the incomes above $1,000,000. 

“1 do not think there is any great 
harm going to-come;by excess taxes on 
incomes ab6ve* $500,000 or §1,000,000. I 
am not very much concerned about the 
‘tragedy, that will céme into the lives of 
men whose ‘incomes are of that size. 
My fourteen years’ service heré reliéves\. 
me from any “charge © of demagogy 
or n& to the poor at the expense 
of the rich.

MEXICO CITY, May. 16.— 
President:Carranza’s speech made 
at the farewell banquet given to 
the retiring Minister of War, Gen- 
eral Obregon,.teday has created 
a great sensation. It is here re- 
garded as a warning that Mexico 
may eventually be forced to enter 
.the Eutopean conflict. President 
‘Carranza said that if, owing to 
unsettled - conditions - and grave 
dangers, Mexico. should be 
‘dragged into the conflict, no man 
would have the right to retire to 
private life. He added; 

‘“ If: Mexico becomes involved in. 
the universal conflict, General Ob- 
regon’s, services will be most‘valu- 
able. I am sure he will act with 
the same efficiency and patriotism 
he has proven in_the past, and I 
want him by my side.” 

In a statement to THE TIMES 
General Obregon reiterated that 
his only reason for leaving ‘the 
capital was ill health. After re- 
‘covery he is willing, ‘as always, to 
serve Mexico in_any .capacity.+ 
General Obregon will probably | 

visit New York and Washington 
after a short stay at his home in 


Sonora. 

A dispatch to THe Times from Mon-

“The House: sént, the bill -back to con- 
férence. today because thé’ conferees had 
changed the section relating. to the in- 
creased pay of -ehlisted men. .Housé 
conferees were instructed to insist upon 
an increase of $15 a month, which 
would make the pay of the average en- 
listed man $30 a month during the 
period of the war. He will receive an 
additional 20 per cent. if sent on foreign 
service. F r 
Representative Good of Iowa moved 


to recommit the bill; and .the :motion} 
carried, 199 to 177, The House conferees 
at once sought. out the managers on 
the part of the Senate and informed 
them of the House mandate. The $30 a 
month rate was ‘written into the Dill 
late this afternoon, and.the modified bill 
immediately was presented to thé lower 
body. Chairman Dent asked unanimous 
consent to consider the conferénce report 
at once, instead of permitting it to re- 
main on the Speaker’s table for one day, 
as is customary. Unanimous ¢onsent 
was given and the conference report 
was at last adopted without a roll call. 

When the bill passed the ‘House it 
carried proviSion for the pay of enlisted 
men at $30 a month.. The Senate made 
the pay $29 a month and the conferees 
agreed upon $25. This action was at- 
tacked by Representatives Good, Austin, 
and other mémbers today, and the con- 
ferees were accused of having exceeded 
their authority in fixing an. amount 
lower than that proposed by either body. 

Mr. Dent explained that when the 
two bodies acted originally many mem- 
bers lost sight of the fact that soldiers 
receive -an~ additional allowance for 
service on foreign soil. This allowance, 
he .said, would bring the. total pay up 
to about $30 a month. However, Mr. 
Good's motion to, recommit the bill with. 
instructions, prevailed. Once before .the 
House had reconimitted the. bill because 
it dig. not contain the section authoriz- 
ing. the acceptance of the services of 
the ‘‘ Roosevelt volunteers.’’> 

Chairman Dent said the $30 a month 
pay for enlisted men would add sev- 
eral hundred million dollars.to-the an- 
nual expense of conducting the war. 

“Tt will cost $900,000 extra for. every 
150,000 men in the army if you adopt 
this plan of increasing the pay by $15 
a month,”” said Mr.. Dent, in opposing 
the‘ doubling of the present rate of com- 
pensation. 

Representative Ferris of Oklahoma 
opposed any further a in approving 
the Army Draft bill. 

The Good amendment was reluctantly 
inserted in the: bill ‘by the Senate con- 
ferees. It is understood that the Senate 
managers informed ‘Mr. Dent and his 
colleagues that if the Army. bill. were 
not an emergency measure they would 
never submit to ~ the ‘dictates..of the 
House on the $30 a month issue. 

The amendment applies chiefly to the 
enlisted’ man drawing $15 a month un- 
der existing law. There are proportion- 

ate increases, however, for other enlisted}, 
men who now receive more than $15

Senate Resenis Secrecy. 

A growing feeling of impatid¢nce with 
the Administration that has teen, de~ 
veloping came to the surface. . Rum» 
blings of discontent over alleged failure 
to let the country know what. was beink 
done. havé bésh heard in the ‘Capitol, 
but’ they did fot break into a storm of 
protest until today. 

Most of the shafts aimed at the Ad- 
ministration came during an executive 
session, which followed immediately 
upon the opening of today’s session. But 
later; when some Senators insisted that 
the country ought to know what they 
had to say, and that the Senate ought 
not allow itself to fall into a policy of 
secretiveness, the doors were opened, 
and there was a modified, but still em- 
phatic, protest. 

The Senate had just been called to 
order with the appropriation bill efore 
it when Senator Weeks, Republican, .in- 
sisted upon an executive session. He 
said that the Senate: was ignorant of 
‘many things it ought to know regarding 
features of the measure, and that it was 
advisable to have some light thrown on 
them, 

‘* I don’t want to block any legislation 
that has to do with the prosecution of 
this war,” he said. ‘‘ But I have no 
knoweldge of, what the details of this 
bill are, and I don’t.think other Senators 
know any more about it than I.do. This 
bill providés' more in one fump-than it 
cost this country to run the civil war. I 
don’t feel justified in putting through 
legislation of such vast importance; Per- 
sonally, I would like to devote two or 
three days_in studying the details of it. 
Much of-our time might be saved if feat- 
ures of it were explained ‘to us.” 

Senator . Mgrtin, Democratic floor 
leader, who had moved the bill, was4 
willing to have an executive session 
over it, and the doors were locked. Far 
three and a half hours the te, shut 
out from the world, devoted itself to a 
fire of attack upon the Administration. 

Republicans Lead Attack. 

While the brunt of criticism was made 
by the Republican members, not. a few 
Democrats expressed - sympathy. {with} 
the idea that thrust itself: forward’ 
throughout. the’ debate, that. the. Ad-. 
ministration had been slow and that 
some aggressive move must be made’ 
if the country “was to-play: an important 
part in the European conflict. . 

‘The President has not. seemed. to 
think it essential that he take _Con- 
gress into confidehee, ” said one Senator 
in. effect.

SAYS LAMAR HID 
TRAIL OF RINTELEN 


Martin Testifies Source. of 
Money in’-Munitions Crusade 
Was Kept Covered. 


CAPTAIN'S STORY HELD BACK 


ic sdistacbnamaibcante 
Government : Dectines Proposal of 
His Lawyer to Put It In 
‘Evidence. 


Henry B. Martin, one of .the men 
charged ‘with conspiring to violate the 
Sherman act by interfering with muni- 
tions shipments to the Allies, took the 
stand in hts own behalf in the Federal 
Court yesterday afternoon. He admit- 
ted that he had received numerous sums 
of money from David Lamar in 1915, 
which he had spent in behalf of Labor's 
National Peace Council and in promot- 
ing other propaganda. 

He denied that he ever knew Lamar’s 
money was of German origin and testi- 
fied that he did not let any of the other 
defendants know even that the money 
came from Lamar. Martin also denied 
that he ever knew, until after the in- 
dictment, that Lamar’s money had come 
from Captain Franz von Rintelen.” He 
testified that he had nothing to do with 
the organization of Labor’s National 
Feace Council and did not know of its 
existence until several days after it had 
been formed in Chicago June 22; 1915. 


Because its objects were the same as 
his own and Lamar’s, he said, he had 
joined the movement and spent consid- 
erable money to aid it. 

Martin's testimony was important be- 
cause, as pictured by the prosecution, 
he was the connecting link in the con- 
spiracy between the two groups, one 
composed of Lamar and von Rintelen, 
»who remained in the background and 
gave directions, and the other composed 
of labor leaders and agitators who ap- 
peared publicly in the movemé@nt. Ac- 
cording to Martin, the members cf. the 
labor group did. not know of the con- 
nection of Lamar and von Rintelen. 

‘When any of the other defendants 
questioned me as to where the money 
came from,’ he said, “1 told. them it 
was absolutely necessary that the names 
of those who furnished it should remain 
a secret, or that the Anti-Trust League, 
to which I had devoted years, would be 
destroyed. 1 also told them that men 
who had aided by oontributions of 
money in exposures of the armor plate 
trust and other large corporations had 
been ruined by those corporations in 
revenge, and that it would be financial 
murder for me to divulge the names.” 

Martin said he had received money 
from others besides Lamar. He did not 
tell how much he had got. 

mar, when he went back.on the 
stand yesterday morning, did not reveal 
how much money he had reteived from 
von Rintelen. It has been proved that 
Lamar drew $18,500 from, von Rinte- 
len’s account and ven Rintelen has been 
quoted by a witness as having exclaim2d 
that Lamar had cost him between $200,- 
000 and $300,000. Lamar avoided an- 
swering the question whether he had 
received $250,000 from von Rintelen. 

In an argument over the admissibility 
ef some documents, M. Dolphin, 
counsel for Lamar, intimated that there 
had been “ bargaining ’’ for the testl- 
mony of von Rintelen. Albert Massey, 
counsel for von Rintelen, jumped to his 
feet and said: 

‘I want to say that there has been 
no bargaining whatever and that my 
client would not bargain with any one. 
I want all the other defendants to know, 
if they do not know it now, that my 
client, prior to the opening of this trial, 
spent two days in conference with the 

overnment prosecutors and ade to 
them a full and complete statement of 
his relations with the case.”

2-CENT TRANSFERS 


Tells Public Service Commission 
the Change Would 
“Tide Us Over.” 


HEARING ON SURFACE FARES 


Representatives of Other Compa- 
nies Unite In Pleas for 
an Increase. 


In opening their fight yesterday for 
increased revenues, representatives of 
the surface railroads in the city tried to 
convince the Public Service Commission 
that it had the power to authorize them 
to charge a six-cent fare, to charge for 
transfers, or to abolish transfers.

Mr. Quackenbush said the companies

Mr. Quackenbsh said the companies 
only wanted to regulate the first trans- 
fer.

I think 
it would tide us over until a lowering 
of prices would save us from bank- 
ruptcy. We only want the power to 
go on living, improve our property, and 
remain solvent.”’ 

T. S. Williams of.the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company, in behalf of the sur- 
face roads in Brooklyn, said he had no 
thought of asking an increase over the 
unit fare, but he thought the cost of 
continuing rides had grown to be an 
abuse. He said that passengers ought 
to pay extra if they wanted more than 
one ride.

Three Plants Are Helpless and 
Unions Threaten Larger Yards 
—Talk of Calling Militia. 


CAMDEN, N. J., May 16.—Officials of 
three shipyards, one ef which holds 
Government contracts for the construc- 
tion of 15 submarine chasers, admitted 
today that the strike of carpenters, 
joiners, and calkers, now’ involving 

about 600 men, had pn tied up 
their plants.. Threats of as athetic 
strike at write Plants, inc udin ng the 
New York S ripbuiiding Company and 
Cramps in Philadelphia, were made by 
Union officials. The carpenters, joiners, 
and calkers demand a basic eight-hour 
day and 53 1-3 cents an hour, with time 
and a half for overtime, instead of ten 
hours at 45 cents an hour. 

The strike situation is becoming criti- 
eal, and thé militia may be asked to aid 
the local police. At the plant of the 
New York Shipbuilding Company, where 
much Government work is in progress, 
there is a strong military force sur- 
rounding the plant. These precautions 
have been in vogue since the outbreak 
of the war, to prevent alien enemies 
yr any of the work = the yard.

So far we. have been sheltered from 
danger by the courage of British: and 
French soliiiers. .It is to this that-we 
owe the opportunity for that leisure 
with which Congress has been * able 
to.consider its: preparations for a, war 
in which’ we are theoretically engaged 
and in which we are ultimately to bear 
actually a part. It may be of interest, 
therefore, to glance abroad and see'the 
present state of our defenders. |, 

The British and French advance 
cannot be deadlocked in the sense in 
which that word was used for two 
because the armies are now 
out of the trenches and are mobile. 
They are, however, deadlocked in the 
sense in which that word was used 


-fbefore this war gave @ new meaning 


to many words. The deadipck may be 
‘broken,’ But it might as well be un- 
derstood that.the deadlock was created 
by. the pouring in of German magses 
of men and guns at the point of attack, 
as if it were the last wall, so that new 
troops grow out of the ground as fast 
as the old ones fall. This is fright- 
fully expensive in German lives, but 
it makes a deadlock. The British and 
French are not going forward because 
HINDENBURG has plagiarized PErrarn’s 
saying, " They shall not. pass.” 

Among the ways in which the Ger- 
mans have. accumulated these masses 
is that of taking them away from 
the Russian front. Gérmany can do 
this because Russia has collapsed in a 
military way. Tiven if the Provisional 
Government should be saved, if the

‘The Turkish army, which had. been 
throwing its guns away to outstrip i 
pursuers, was on the offensive.

If. the disintegration of the Russian 
army should continue at the present 
rate, it will release still further masses 
of German troops. 

By way of checking this threatening 
procedure, two offensives in- other 
quarters have been ordered by the 
Allies. The one in the Balkans is 
making some progress, but thus far fits 
importance is not great.

| the Italian offensive, it is too early to 


make any predictions or to say any- 
thing except that it starts off well.

ATTITUDE OF THE TARIFF COM- 
‘ __MISSION. : 
‘The new Tariff Commission had been 
organized and at work several weeks 
when the Ways.and Means Committee 
reported to the House a tax bill whose 
tariff provisions. were correctly de- 
scribed by the committee’s Chairman 
as * the most unscientific and the most 
inequitable ever written in the books.” 
It is this commission's duty to advise 
concerning legislation affecting duties, 
on imports. Here was its opportunity, 
for it. would. be. difficult to find in 
Chairman ‘Taussie’s published history 
of tariff legislation anything more at 
variance with accepted economic prin- 
ciples and standards than the sweep- 
ing tax on all raw materials now free 
of duty. ‘Surely this assault upon a 
free ist of carefully chosen products 
and thé’ foreseen effect of ‘such a: tax 
in many important industries must 
have excited interest in the commis- 
sion. Did the Chairman and his asso- 
ciates have opinions about the pro- 
posed legislation, and were these ex- 
pressed to the House committee? _ 
There is no published evidence that 
the unscientific and inequitable taxes 
were opposed or criticised by the com- 
mission in what it said to the com- 
mittee, but dispatches from Washing- 
ton say that the commission’s “ first 
act,” three days after the bill was laid 
before the Hopse, was to recommend 
that the 10 per cent. duty should be 
made effective from the date of the 
committee’s report, to discourage a 
rush of imports by those who. desired 
to avoid the new tax. The commission 
is not responsible for legislation, but 
when: its. advice is sought, as it was 
in this instance, its plein duty is to 
counsel caution as to tariff provisions 
which are, unjust, unscientific, and 
harmful to the country’s industrial in- 
terests. cs

The trip was not only a most 
pleasant one, but excited an intense in- 
terest in all the members of the party 
and increased their great regret in be- 
ing utterly ynable to extend their jour- 
neys further. The welcome was every- 
where most enthusiastic, yet varied ac- 
cording to the different places through 
which we passed, and we shall return 
with a feeling that in spite of the va- 
riety of local conditions that we en- 
countered the sentiment was everywhere 
unanimous,: even if its manifestations 
were different.

WILL NOT INSIST NOW 
UPON CENSORSHIP LAW 


Administration Willing to Give 
Farther Trial to Plan of 
Voluntary Restriction. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—The Admin- 
istration: probably will make no further 
efforts at nt to have Congress enact 
& press hip law, nor is ft ex- 
pected to insist that Senate and House 
conferées on ‘the. Espionage bill be urged 
to’ retain the censorship provision writ- 
ten into the measuve by the House. 

For the present the executive branch 
of the Government, it was said tonight, 
is content to permit the newspapers to 
continue as under the regulations volun- 
tarily accepted by them governing pub- 
HMeation of military information. If 
there are developments in the next few 
months that indicate that self-impased 
restrictions are not effective and that in- 
formation of value to the enemy is being 
published, the fight for a censorship law 
will be renewed. es 

Many Administration officials do not 
believe that such a step will be neces- 
sary. They say the only real purpose 
of: the stringent censorship provision 
put by the Department of Justice into 
the Senate draft of the Espionage bill, 
but eliminated by the Senate before pas- 
sage, was to curb a few newspapers, 
not more than 6 per cent. of the total 
published in the United States, which 
so far Lave failed to abide by the regu- 


lations which others have imposed upon 
themselves and followed ig = genes 
If the conferées on the bill.agree to a 
censorship section and Sock houses: ap- 
prove, there will be no objection: from

A Spanish Bronze the Oldest Speci- 
men In Columbla’s Exhibit. 


the common cause: It would be invidious} There are over one Mundred old mor- 


tars in the loan exhibition now on view 
at the Library, of the College of Phar- 
macy of Columbia University. It is the 
largest collection of mortars that has 
ever beén placed on exhibition, and has 
not only antiquarian but artistic inter- 
est, as matiy of them are decorated and 
carved with the art and skill bestowed 
upon utensils of common household use 
before machinery so largely superseded 
the work of the hand. The oldest speci- 
men in the collection is a Spanish bronze 
belonging to Mr. Arthur of London, 
Ww. Bustin’s Arabic fron mortar is 
next in point. of age. Spain, Portugal, 

and Italy produced the most ornately 
decorated mortars, a considerable num- 
ber of: whith have been brought into 
this country.

were: us t, by_bellfounders. 
Fd nee ge ule rot: ‘bells, and when 
struck sthey often give out a deep and 
musical sound, the alloy of the ancient 
craftsmen having n the result of 
much experiment: and zeal for perfec- 
tion. After bell- metal was no longer 
used brass came into vogue, and some 
of these brass mortars may ‘still be 
found in the families of Jewish immi- 


grants. 
The mortar had a wide use when com- 
pounds were largely prepared. by hand 
and the present collection_is gathere 
from many sources. Enrico Caruso has 
lent a bronze mortar of the eleventh 
century, which he considers the best in 
his cotlection. There are two_ bronze 
mortars owned by Howland Pell, one a 
Flemish piece of the sixteenth ceritury, 
the other dating from the seventeenth 
century. Dr. Fraser's collection contains 
a fine bronze mortar of the eighteenth 
century used by Dr. Cook in his voyages, 
a-Dutch mortar said tobe the oldest 
in the City of New York, dating back to 
1565; a sixteenth century Renaissance 
example, and a Moorish mortar dating 
from a period before the Moors were 
driven out of Spain. 
A rare and bea iful Persian mortar 
belonging to R: Khan Monif is placed 
somewhere between, the tenth century 
and the twelfth, A fine seventeenth 
century mortar was originally owned 
and used by: Merck & Co.; there are Mr. 
Spiridon’ 8 marble Italian, Mr. Villoresi’s 
Flemish bronze, and Mr. Costello's 
Dutch ‘mortars, and these with the others 
shown cover practically every known, 
type. An old American mortar stone, 
used by the @gndians for grinding corn, 
and the pestle with which the corn was 
pounded also are: in 6 exhibition, 
which lasts until May 21.
